nes*' territory to Russia, but as has Im-en 
published in the official commonieation 
on Sept. I, that imr troops shonld laid 
be recalled, from Manchuria if there be 
no hindrance thereto by tho course pur­ 
sued by the powers.’ In accordance 
with this imperial decision you will dc 
what is jKissible to bring the military 
o]>erations in Manchuria to a apecdy 
end.
